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SMOKING AMONG 
WOMEN IS NEW 
YORK SUBJECT 


■M a 
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“A woman ta only a woman, 
B ut a Rood cigar in a smoke.” 
Thus decided the hero of Kip­ 
ling’s poem after Maggie’s ultim a­ 
tum th a t he give up her or the 
weed. 
Seems odd, doesn’t it, th at a poet 
still alive should have chosen such a 
subject 
as 
the right 
of 
man 
to 
sm oke? These days the only contro- 
very revolving around the subject 
concerns the right of “ Maggie” and 
her sisters to the solace bestowed 
upon the devotees of My Lady Nico­ 
tine. 
Women are sm oking in increasing 
num bers every day; even the foes 
ef the practice 
adm it th at; 
the 
point is: 
F irst, is it injurious to 
their 
m orals? 
Second, is it injurious to their 
health? 
The antis were apparently losing 
ground rapidly, but they received 
pow erful reinforcem ents a few days 
ago in the person of Surgeon Gen­ 
eral 
Hugh 
S. 
Cummings, 
of the 
U nited States 
public 
health ser­ 
vice. Taking his stand on the second 
of the two questions asked above, 
G eneral Cumm ings appeals to Ameri­ 
can women to stop sm oking in order 
to prevent the deterioration of the 
race. 
“The cigarette habit indulged in 
by wom en,” says General Cummings, 
“ tends to cause nervousness and in­ 
som nia and ruins the complexion. If 
A m erican women generally contract 
th e cigarette habit, as reports now 
indicate they are doing, the entire 
Am erican nation will suffer. 
The 
physical tone of the 
whole 
people 
w ill be lowered. This is one of the 
m ost evil influences in American life 
today. 
The num ber of American 
women who are becoming cigarette 
sm okers is am azing. 
“ H arm s W omen More.” 
“ The habit harm s a woman m ore 
than a man. The w om an's nervous 
system 
is 
m ore 
highly organized 
th a n a m an’s. The reaction on a 
wom an is, therefore, m ore intense.” 
W hatever the reaction 
of 
the 
fem inine 
constitution 
to 
cigarette 
smoke may be, the reaction to Dr. 
Cum m ings’ w ords of some of New' 
Y ork’s women was im m ediate. Lis­ 
ten : 
“ I think it is all rot about ruining 
com plexions,” said Mrs. John F ran ­ 
cis Yawger, form erly president of 
the New York City Federation of 
W om en’s 
Clubs. 
“ English 
women 
have been sm oking cigarettes for 
years, and they have the finest com­ 
plexions on the face of the earth. 
“There 
is 
nothing 
im m oral 
in 
cigarette 
sm oking, either. 
This 
whole 
wave 
of 
criticism th a t 
is 
sweeping over America will act as a 
boom erang. 
It sim ply underm ines 
Am erican m orals. 
“ Too many m andatory things are 
being th ru st on this country. 
If 
sm oking is a menace to the health 
of women, I believe women can be 
trusted to know it. No woman is 
going to allow anything to inter- 
feer with the health or the w elfare 
of her children that the reform ers 
are always scolding h er about. 
I 
say th at it is tim e th a t the men 
sto w ed 
telling women w hat they] 
ought and ought not to do. 
It is 
tim e they trusted women a little 
more. 
“ M oreover, I don’t believe in laws 
which control the private acts of 
individuals. 
This country is sup­ 
posed to have free speech and free­ 
dom of life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. W hy does everybody 


want to take them away from us? 
A cigarette may represent all three 
to some people.” 
Had (lia rg e of Women. 
Som ething very like a sniff came 
from 
Miss 
Helen 
Varick 
Boswell 
when she was asked to express an 
opinion on Surgeon General 
Hugh 
Cumm ings’ 
pronouncem ent. 
Miss 
Boswell, an executive of the republi­ 
can county com m ittee and scheduled 
to attend 
the republican national 
convention in Chicago from 
New 
York county. W hen President Taft 
wanted some one to initiate club 
activities for the discontented wives 
of employes on the Panam a Canali 
during tfie construction of that en­ 
gineering marvel, he persuaded Miss 
Boswell to go down there And take 
charge. Before she finished the wo­ 
men 
were so interested 
in 
their 
clubs that they forgot the nostalgia 
that was influencing them to urge 
their husbands to give up 
their 
canal jobs and return to the states. 
“ I am not a surgeon general, so 
perhaps I oughtn’t to have an opin­ 
ion on the subject to express,” said 
Miss Boswell. “ As I am in politics, 
I’m accustomed to thick, heavy to­ 
bacco smoke. You m ight say I was 
smoke cured. My complexion is gone, 
anyway, but cigarettes didn’t do it, 
for I am not a smoker. However, 
I'm a sufferer from insom nia, and 
again I m ust say th a t cigarettes are 
not responsible. You see, the style 
came along when my habits were so 
firm ly fixed th a t I couldn’t readily 
change them. 
I haven’t noticed th at the habit 
has 
harm ed any of my cigarette 
sm oking women friends, but then, as 
I said before, I'm not a surgeon gen­ 
eral. 
"I know many, many women who 
do not smoke. Also, I know many 
many women who do. Most of them 
smoke a trifle after dinner. 
They 
seem to enjoy it. I don’t know a 
single woman who m ight be said to 
be addicted to them , who m ight be 
called a cigarette fiend. Some of 
the young women may be pushing 
the habit to excess, but as I don’t 
see a great m any young women I 
can’t say positively. 
“ On this subject I feel 
like an 
old Turkish general 
th at 
I 
read 
about the other day. He was a very 
old m an and was deploring the im­ 
pudent freedom with which young 
radicals expressed them selves on all 
sorts of subjects. He said, in sur­ 


prise, ‘Why, I never had an opinion 
of any kind until I was sixty years 
old, and then it was an opinion th at 
had been in the fam ily for years.’ 
W e’ve never had any opinion on 
this subject in my family, so really 
I ought to be quiet.” 
One Turns to Men. 
Miss Mary L. Wood is chairm an 
of the legislative com m ittee of the 
New York City Federation of Wo­ 
men’s Clubs. Recently she expressed 
herself strongly on thte subject in 
connection with an appeal published 
by the M ethodist Episcopal church 
authorities 
asking women not 
to 
smoke. 
“ I’m tired of hearing so much 
about the habits of women and their 
effect on the race,” she said. “ If 
we paid some attention to the bad 
habits of men which injure future 
generations the race would benefit 
quite as much as from this excessive 
safeguarding "of the habits of wo­ 
men. The m ental defectives and con­ 
genital crim inals are ju st as much 
the fath er’s fault as the m other’s, 
and they are not the fault of sm ok­ 
ing on the part of either.” 
The women doctors hesitated to 
take issue w ith Dr. Cummings, but 
the men physicians here are fairly 
divided. 
Dr. A. L. Goldw ater says there is 
more harm , in his opinion, in w hat 
is called m oderate coffee drinking 
than in excessive cigarette sm ok­ 
ing. He said, also: 
“ Tobacco sm oking is not an un­ 
m itigated evil. 
In many cases a 
few whiffs affords a very great re­ 
lief and may be the means of avoid­ 
ing much greater harm in the form 
of nervous break-downs. A lthough I 
no not smoke myself, I occasionally 
suggest it to some of my more 
nervous 
and 
high-strung 
women 
patients.” 
“ Like Prussic Acid.” 
Dr. Charles G. Pease is president 
of 
the 
Non-Sm okers’ 
Protective 
League. The doctor hates tobacco as 
much as does a circus elephant. He 
tells men at every opportunity th at 
nicotine is next to prussic acid in 
the rapidity 
and 
energy of its 
poisonous action. He tried to reform 
women sm okers by an appeal to 
their vanity. He says cigarette sm ok­ 
ing causes degeneration of all the 
tissues of the body and first attacks 
the tissues of the eyes. 
“Tobacco sm oking causes opacity 
of the eye,” says Dr. Pease. 
“The 


hum an race seems determ ined to be 
degenerate. Coffee, tea, cocoa, choco­ 
late and tobacco are all instrum ents 
that will accomplish* this degenera­ 
tion. B ut rem em ber this: No woman 
sm oker has eyes as clear and beau­ 
tiful as those of women who do 
not sm oke.”

WHAT WILL BE FATE 
OF WOMEN FACING 
A JtTRy OF WOMEN? 


Since woman first asked for polit­ 
ical equality, those opposed to her 
request have expressed a fear that 
under the new conditions she would 
lose her womanliness, and she would 
become mannish. Despite this fear, 
however, while women in the last 
two years have forged ahead and 
gained much of .the power they ask­ 
ed, they have in many ways shown 
that .'they have lost none of those 
ways of women which have always 
been puzzles, more or less. 
Women are voting, they are prac­ 
ticing law, serving on juries and 
even giving rulings from the bench. 
At the same time, 
it 
has 
been 
'charged 
by 
many attorneys, 
that 
women still cling to women’s ways 
when they are litigants in court. 
So the question that now takes 
place of th§ old time fear is: “How 
will these womanly qualities that 
have swayed juries and are said to 
, have 
influenced 
judges, 
fare 
in 
the new court, before 
a 
woman 
judge and a jury of women.” 
In the last year there have been 
many striking cases in which wo­ 
men 
were 
charged 
with 
capital 
crimes, yet were freed. There were 
other civil cases which were won 
by women after it was charged that 
•th ey were using their beauty to in­ 
fluence judges and juries. 
“Enchantresses,” 
one 
supreme 
court justice has called them and 
he has said that not only juries but 
courts have been enchanted. 
In one Chicago case, Ii woman was 
dressed so attractively, especially as 
to shoes and stockings, that at the 
request of the side opposing her 
plea, 
the court ordered a screen 
placed between her and the jury so 
the “ 12 good men and true” could 
not see the stockings. 
She won the case, nevertheless, 
and from the moment the screen 
was put in place, she and her at­ 
torneys referred to it as a “spite 
fence erected in court.” 
W inning a case on beauty alone 
is a bad precedent and may lead 
to dangerous forages into high fi­ 
nance, one western jurist has said. 
A* jury is a jury, however, and it 
has the last word. 
A survey of all 
the 
cases 
in 
which women . have been litigants 
has never been made and such pro­ 
cedure probably would be physical­ 
ly impossible but it is the popular 
opinion that when a woman goes 
to court she generally wins. Espec­ 
ially this is true in the so called 
heart balm cases. Tears, pearls, sat­ 
ins and smiles properly balanced, 
are said to make juries forget much 
of the evidence. 
But when a man goes to court in 
a 
heart 
balm 
case, 
the 
popular 
opinion is changed. 
Those cases that remain in the I 
public 
mind 
indicate 
that 
when 
mere man thinks his heart or his 
purse has been damaged by a wo­ 
man, he has no chance whatever j 
of a verdict. 
What would a man expect to gain j 
by 
wearing 
striking clothes, 
dia­ 
mond scarf pins and gold and pur-| 
pie sox? 
If to these things he added tears- 
and smiles, the jury might walk 
out. 
Would he fare better • before a 
woman judge or a jury of women? 
So far man has not tried a heart; 
aim 
suit under such 
conditions, 
t is seldom that a man has the 
courage to try such a suit at all. 
William G. 
Mueller of Chicago j 
probably 
will, 
be , long 
remem­ 
bered as a man of courage in this 
respect. He brought a suit against 
Mrs. Laura G. Shepley of ‘St. Paul 
to "recover $32,000 which he alleged 
Mrs. ^hepley 
had 
obtained 
from 
him by various artifices and sto­ 
ries while he was awooing, the Min­ 
neapolis Journal tells. 
It was one of the most unusual 
suits the northwest ever witnessed. 
Many women have sued men for 
breach of promise and won. They 
have sued when they were the vic­ 
tims of swiadles and won. Here, 
however, was a man who alleged 


that a woman had made light of his 
love but had taken his money. His 
love was real he told the court, and 
iso was his money. He had no hope 
! of a love return, but be did hope 
that he might get the money back. 
He lost, and in addition 'to his 
loss of the verdict he had to pay 
the costs of court while it listened 
to his story and the story of the 
defendant. 
Strangest 
of 
all, 
the 
stories agreed in most particulars. 
Mrs. Shepley didn't deny getting the 
money, yet she won the suit and 
the money is hers. The court found 
that Mrs. Shepley separated $32,000 
every cent of the amount prayed 
for, but it also decided that she 
could* keep it. 
“Where both parties are guilty”, 
said the presiding judge, “the court 
is not concerned.” 
A pretty face and pretty manners 
were said by Mueller to have gotten 
him into the habit of parting with 
money. These same smiles and some 
tears were taken into court to help 
Mrs. Shepley out. * 
The judgment of the court took 
no notice of these things though 
the spectators did. 
Though 
the 
court 
listened 
pa­ 
tiently 
through 
the 
days 
of 
the 
trial, Mueller never had a chance. 
The entire northwest 
was sur­ 
prised when Mueller filed his com­ 
plaint 
saying 
that 
Mrs. 
Shepley, 
representing to him that she was 
a government secret agent, obtained 
$32,000 from 
him. 
Mrs. 
Shep­ 
ley was well known in St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, went much in so­ 
ciety and was pretty. Those interest­ 
ed waited for her side of the story. 
She kept it save for a general de­ 
nial until she went into the court­ 
room. 
Spectators waited for her story. 
She would surely disprove all the 
charges, they thought, otherwise she 
would never have allowed the case 
to go to trial. 
Then came the surprise of sur­ 
prises. Mrs. Shepley admitted the 
allegations in the complaint; though 
she threw new light on them. Her 
defense in the legal sense of the 
word 
consisted 
in 
showing 
that, 
she had promised to pay the money 
: back when she could, and that, any­ 
way, Muellef had never 
made 
a 
formal demand for the money. 
“Bonbon Letter” Read 
Then followed the reading of the 
“bonbon letters,” in many of which 
Mueller offered was matched by an­ 
other offered 
by 
Mrs. 
Shepley. 
Those who followed the case were 
expectant to the last that Mrs. Shep­ 
ley would bring out some striking 
hit of defense, but it never came. 
There was one admission after an­ 
other. 
‘“Call It that if you wish,” was 
one of her frequent replies to Clar­ 
ence S. Darrow, attorney for Muel­ 
ler, who coined phrases to describe 
the methods; used bv Mrs. ghepley 
to obtain money from Mueller. 
District Judge J. C. Michael who 
qresided at the trial, summoned up 
the case in the following terms: 
“An intensive campaign of love­ 
making 
and 
money 
getting 
was 
wraged between William and Laura, 
interspersed 
with 
about 
600 
fer­ 
vent epistles and frequent meetings 
in divers hotels in sundry cities, 
accompanied 
among 
other 
things 
with tender glances, fond embraces, 
cafe luncheons, 
bonbons and 
taxi 
rides.” 
The plaintiff was referred to in 
the trial as one who did not come 
into the court with 
clean 
hands 
and so the court wrote a few of the 
details of the case and said he was 
not concerned. 
The veridct was not unexpected, 


I at 
least 
among the 
laity, 
which 
leaves 
out 
of 
consideration 
the 
legal phases. They didn’t like the 
idea of seeing a man take his love 
affairs into court. 
In some cases the court apparent­ 
ly is able to hold the attention of 
all litigants, whatever the cause of 
action. 
It is said that the Marchioness of 
Crewe, who was appointed a mag­ 
istrate in England, has no trouble 
in holding the attention of all the 
litigants in cases tried before her. 
Distracted the Jury 
What would a jury have done? 
No one can tell what a jury will 
do, but in similar cases that lay­ 
men recall, they gave the verdicts 
to the women. 
In the famous ‘“spite fence” case, 
the woman who was defendant in 
the suit charged that the man was 
given a handicap. She appeared in 
court 
in 
smart 
clothes 
but 
the 
court 
ruled 
that 
the 
jury 
could 
not keep its mind on its work un­ 
less a screen was placed in front of 
the witness box. 
So the screen was placed and the 
man had his handicap. No screen 
wras placed in front of him and he 
wTas not ordered to cover his necktie 
nor his watch fob. 
The jury was not tempted to look 
at him. 
What of the well dressed 
man 
of Greek 
god 
appearance in 
the 
court that is now coming to its own? 
Will the woman judge order the 
screen to hide the tailor’s art. 
The English, wrho are the first to 
go in extensively for women judges, 


apparently have been driven to no 
such extremes as yet. 
Just how far a woman would get 
before the judges by a display of 
dressmaking art and other articles 
of adornment, Is still something to 
be learned. 
In this trial Mrs. Amy Rice sued 
L. T. Sheets for $50,000, alleging 
that 
he 
had 
promised 
to 
marry 
her after he obtained a divorce. She 
testified that she and Sheets were 
frequently together and that he had 
introduced 
her 
as 
his 
betrothed. 
She told of his visits to summer 
places and to cafes. She said that 
later Sheets ie !used to marry her. 
Judge Fish granted a new trial 
saying the verdict of $7,200 was too 
high 
and 
that 
the 
testimony 
of 
some of the plaintiff’s ow'u witness­ 
es tended to refute 
her 
claims. 
Judge Fish in a written opinion said 
it looked to him as though there 
had been an effort to entrap the de­ 
fendant. 
“These and other features give 
the whole case an evil appearance,” 
said the court in his opinion, grant­ 
ing a new trial.” 
In one phase the trial was simi­ 
lar to that of the Shepley trial. 
“His attempts to collect certain 
loans for which he held the plain­ 
tiff’s notes no doubt appealed tor 
the Jury as very wrong,” said the 
court. 
“That 
circumstance 
very 
largely, I Think expain3 the evident 
prejudice reflected in the verdict.” 
Wait For New Trial 
The new trial was granted, but 
so far no attempt has been made 
to g^t the case on the calendar. Un-

less the case is tried again, the 
money need not be paid. 
Such cases are not retried often, 
attorneys say. Where the full story 
is told in a heart balm suit, both 
sides are reluctant to tell it again. 
their anger is usually cooled and 
they prefer not to tell their troubles 
to the world. 
While it may be that women do 
not win more suits in proportion to 
the number they file than the men, 
that opinion will always cling and 
there will be many judges who will 
side with the public and call the 
women “enchantresses.” The same 
judges, however, and most lawyers 
will 
agree that 
women are good 
witnesses. They wouldn't win their 
cases otherwise. Likewise they are 
seldom accused of perjury, Perhaps 
they win most because their causes 
are more often just.
